- Committee on Expenditures in the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


“We are going to the bottom of it,’’ 
maid C‘xairman Moss of the House Com- 
Mmittee on Expenditures in the Depart- 
gnent of Agriculture. “We want to see 
who is behind tne effort to oust Dr. 
Wiley. We want to know who wants 
him fired and why. I have sent a call 
to the members of the committee for a 
meeting today. We will discuss every 
Phase of the matter and then subpena 
witnesses.’’ 

While Dr. Wiley. will not discuss the 
Movement, which has taken concrete 
: sere, to force him to resign, his 
Supporters declare that they have evi- 
dence to show that the prime mover is

Adulteration of ‘food, it is argued by 
the Wiley group, was never attempted 
for any other purpose than economical 
manufacture, The fruit canners have 
been hit by the new prohibition of the 
wee of saccharine, a coal tar product 
which possesses 200 times the sweeten- 
fing power of cane sugar. It can be 
manufactured at a price that makes its 
Substitution for sugar a matter of great 
@conomy to the fruit canners. 

Dr. Wiley disapproved of the use of 
@accharine on the ground that it was 
wholly non-nutritious and that it was 
d@eleteri6us. He fought for his conten- 
tion. and the board of estimates placed 
their O. K. on his findings. 

The fruit canners received notice of 
the decision of the experts a month 
ago. The next day down to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture dashed Vice-Presi- 
dent Sherman. He wanted to know all 
@bout the saccharine decision. It was 
said that his temper was high. He was 


@pprised of the terms of the decision 


and was nonplusse™. Under the pure 
food law, the boar sets the seal 
of final approval upve. findings of 
the Bureau of Chemist:., is composed 
of the Secretrry of Agriculture, the 
Secretary of the Treasury and the Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor.

Conveyed $30,000 Share. 

Members of his family persuaded him, 
he has since alleged, to sign papers by 
which he conveyed his $30,000 share of 
Mrs. Barnes’ estate, and received an 
income of $30 a montl® This gave him 
$55 a month to live on. 

Twelve years ago Chenie’s first wife 
divorced him, end a-year afterward he 
married his landlady’s daughter. His 
wife helped out in the family income by 
singing in nickelOdeons until her voice 
failed. When this source of income 
ceased, and Chente was hard pressed, 
he filed suit last August, through At- 
torney W. G. Carpenter. to set aside 
the conveyance by which he had dis- 
posed of his share in the Barnes es- 
tate. 

A month later, he has charged, his 
$30-a-month income from the Barnes 
property was cut cff, and he was left 
with only the $25 & month to live on. 

Mother Was An Heiress. 

Chenie’s mother, Mrs, Julia de Mun 
Chenie, was one of the four heirs to 
the De Mun estate, and left property 
valued at $1,000,000.

None of 
them has ever visited the one-story 
three room brick house on Theodosia 
avenue where the Chenies and Mrs. 
Chenie’s mother, Mrs. Louisa Dietz, 
live, and the young wife says she does 
not know any member of the family 
even by sight.

The sympathy of the women of the 
United States and Canada had been 
aroused by the fact that Mrs. Napo- 
litino is soon to become a mother. 
The widespread appeal to save her 
from the gallows received further Iin- 
spiration from the fact that she kill- 
ed her husband when he persisted in 
demanding under threats of death 
that she sell her honor to procure 
money for him. “* 

It was generally believed here that 
the woman would be executed, but that 
her death would not be inflicted by 
the State until several weeks after her 
child was born. 

The heart of Earl Gray was touched 
by the tale of Mrs. Napolitano. He had 
been engrossed in the deliberations of 
the imperial conference and the corona- 
tion festivities for several weeks and 
was not aware of the extent of the 
fight being waged by the women of the 
United States and Canada to save the 
prisoner's life. . 

Mrs. Napol.tino, who is imprisoned at 
Saulte Ste. Marie, Ontario, killed her 
husband on Easter Sunday, April °16. 
luast October Napolitino gave his wife 
$10 and told her he would give her no 
more., “You can ‘make more,” he said, 
and went away. On his return some 
time later, he repeated his demand that 
she sacrifice her honor, and on her re- 
fusal, he stabbed her nine times. She 
tried to drown herself in the river, but 
was rescued. 

There was a reconciliation with her 
husband, but three days before last 
Easter Papolitino brandished a dagger 
before the woman and told her she must 
have $30 by Easter. If she did not, he 
said he would stab her to death. On 
Sunday night he returned from the steel 
mills and they quarreled again over her 
refusal to acquiesce in his plan. Na- 
politino ordered her to leave the house. 
He told her he would then follow her 
and kill her and explain that he had 
committed the act because she. had de- 
serted their children. 

Napolitino fell asleep and his wife 
killed him with an ax. She confessed 
and three weeks-later was tried, found 
guilty and sentenced.

Baby Taken to Court. 

The child was taken to court by her 
father Friday morning in cbedience 
to an oyder issued by the Judge, fol- 
lowing the mother’s complaint that 
Fisher had taken her away July 2 and 
had not returned her to 4157 Morgan 
street, where Mrs. Fisher lived witch 
her mother.

EXTRA SESSION 
OF CONGRESS 10 
CLOSE AURUST 7 


Senate Agrees to Vote on Reci- 
procity July 22, and Wool 
Revision July 27. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 14—An agree- 
ment to vote on the Canadian reci- 
procity bill July 22 was reached by 
the leaders of various factions of the 
Senate at 1 o’clock today. 

The agreement was adopted in the 
Senate today without opposition. Agree- 
ments were made for votes on other 
measures which will carry the session 
through the “legislative day’’ of Aug. 
7, immediately after which Congress 
will adjourn. 

The agreement was formally offered 
in the Senate by Republican Leader 
Penrose. 

Senator Martin, Democratic leader, 
said Democrats favored the agreement 
because of the desire throughout the 
country to see the present Congress 
terminated. 

Senator Penrose advised Senator Ken- 
yon during the Senate’s discussion of 
the adjournment program that though 
not included in the voting agreement, 
the Senate would be free to take up the 
campaign publicity bill if it so desired. 
many senators participated in the dis- 
cussion of the agreement in the Senate 
chamber. 

The agreement adopted in the Senate 
calls for votes as follows: 

July 22, Canadian reciprocity; July 27, 
wool revision bill; Aug. 1, free list bill; 
Aug. 3, congressional reapportionment 
bill; Aug. 7, Arizona, New Mexico state- 


-hood bill. 


All the bills included in the agreement 
already have passed the House. if 
amendments are made to them they will 
be still subject to quick conference be- 
tween the representatives of the two 
houses. The “legislative day” for state- 
hood would permit a “recess’’ from day 
to day if found necessary. Such a con- 
tingency is not regarded as probable. 

Many obstacles to fixing the series of 
dates were encountered. 

Senator Borah insisted on a date for 
consideration of a conference report on 
the joint resolution for the election of 
United States senators by direct vote of 
the people, and the vote on statehood 
was fixed for the “legislative day” of 
Aug. 7 instead of the calendar day of 
that date in order to protect the popular 
election bill.

McCarthy questioned Dr. Morfit at 
Thursday's session as to the annual in- 
crease in appropriations for the depart- 
ment, and he said that it was $800,000 
last year, $50,000 more this year and that 
the new measure would make an in- 
crease of $220,000. 

“How does the number of patients 
this year compare with last year?’’ Mc-

which the commissioner proceeded to 
make. One of the items of increase, Dr.

the department by Secretary Wilson in 
1905. Dunlap, a chemist at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, was installed as asso- 
Cilate chemist. President Roosevelt ap- 
pointed Dr. Dunlap. The latter immedi- 
ately began to disagree with Dr. Wiley 
as to interpretations of the pure food 
law and as to chemical analysis of 
products seized for inspection and .ex- 
amination. 

When the question ‘!‘What is whisky?’ 
came up in 1907 gor an opinion, Dr. 
Wiley submitted an opinion to Secre- 
tary Wilson. Solicitor McCabe read the 
opinion and disapproved it. He recom- 
mended to the Secretary that Dr. Dun- 
lap give an opinion and that he (Mc- 
Cabe) give one. Secretary Wilson agreed 
and the two additional opinions were 
given. Dr. Wiley’s decision was put 
aside, over his protest, and the opinion 
submitted by Solicitor McCabe was sub- 
stituted. 


When the House Committee begins 
its investigation there will be placed 
before it the charge that the opinion 
on whisky, which was credited to So- 
licitor McCabe, was in fact written by 
an attorney of the Wholesale Liquor 
Dealers’ Association of the United 
States. 

This decision afterward was passed 
upon by the Commissioner of Interna] 
Revenue and was rejected. The same 
opinion was then forwarded to Solicitor- 
General Bowers of the Department cf 
Justice. Bowers gave a hearing to the 
whisky makers and changed two-thirds 
of McCabe's opinion, so that it almost 
conformed with Dr. Wiley’s opinion. 

Shortly following the whisky decision, 
according to the records of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Dr. Dunlap vir- 
tually was placed in charge of the 
Bureau of Chemistry. While Dr. Wiley 
nominally was the head, not a letter or 
an order affecting the enforcement of 
tne pure food laws was signed by him 
until Dr. Dunlap had initialed the com- 
munication. 


Wihley’s Influence Nominal, 

The Board of Food and Drug 
Inspection was created at the instance 
of Solicitor McCabe. Dr. Wiley was 
made chairman and Dr. Dunlap and So- 
licitor McCabe members. Since then Dr. 
Wiley’s influence in the matter of ad- 
ministering the pure food laws has been 
nominal. 

Last March, while Dr. Wiley was ab- 
sent from the city, Dr. Dunlap, as act- 
ing chairman of the board, was head 
of the bureau.. While Wiley was away 
Dunlap made the present charge against 
Wiley to Solicitor McCabe. The matter 
was carried by the latter to the Secre- 
tary. McCabe recommended the ap- 
pointment of a committee to investigate. 


‘| The committee was appointed, with Mc- 


Cabe a member. The report of the 
committee recommends the resignation 
of Dr. Wiley. 


Dr. Wiley served as mentor of both 
the House and Senate Committees on 
Interstate Commerce during the period 
when the present “Pure Food’ and 
drugs’ act was in its formative stage. 
It was Wiley who was questioned and 
cross-questioned by the framers of the 
act, and it was to him more than any 
other man that the completeness of 
the present law is owed. He is re- 
ferred to as the. “author of the pure 
food law.”’ It has been remarked that 
his position was more of that of an 
editor than an author. 

Dr. Wiley is regarded as the founder 
of the vast beet sugar industry of the 
United States. The development of 
the industry was along lines laid down 
by Dr. Wiley. His earliest experi- 
ments in the manufacture of sugar 
from the sugar beet were carried on 
when he was comparatively new in 
his office. Dr. Wiley joined the Agri- 
cultural Department in 188. He has 
been chemist of the department for 2 
years. In that period the growth of 
the beet sugar industry, employing 
hundreds of thousands of farmers and 
worth millions of dollars to the an- 
nual income of the United States has 
been accomplished. Before Whiley 
there was no beet sugar industry. 

Changed Alcohoel Law, 

Dr. Wiley advocated the enactment of 
the present denatured alcohol law. Prior 
to the enactment of this law nonpotable 
alcohol for use in the arts and the in- 
dustries of the United States was sub-

The insecticide law passed by the last 
Congress, by which the penalties cover- 
ing the misbranding of chemical com- 
pounds sold to agricuiturists as insecti- 
cides for the destruction of insects in- 
jurious to growing crops and fruits was 
first suggested by Dr. Wiley. He has 
never posed as its author, but the value 
of the law as a deterrent to the man- 
ufacture of fake insecticide compounds 
ig already noted, although it has been 
in effect but a few months. It is be- 
lieved that the law will save the farm- 
ers of the United States millions of 
dollars annually. 

Dr. Wiley’s defeat in his attempt to 
prevent the use of benzoate of soda as 
& preservative in the manufacture of 
canned fruits and vegetables was 
brought about by the same board of ex- 
part reviewers who have more reé- 
cently apprdVved his stand in the sac- 
charine cases. As to the justification of 
Wiley’s stand on the use of benzoate 
there has long been a wide difference 
of opinion among expert chemists. A 
recent decision by the German Govern- 
ment chemists with regard to the use 
of the chemical] sets the seal of ap- 
proval upon the Wiley argument. 

Dr. Wiley has also taken a stand 
against the use of sulphur as a pre- 
servative in the manufacture of canned 
fruits and molasses. This case is still 
pending before the reviewers. 

Decision on Whisky. 

Dr. Wiley's stand on “When is 
whisky whisky,” furnished one of the 
most interesting discussions of his ca- 
reer. Dr. Wiley’s argument was that 
no form of whisky, no combination of 
the grain distillates should be labeled 
““whisky’’ except the straight distillates 
unblended or undiluted or uncompoun- 
ded with any flavoring extracts or 
coloring matter. The “whisky ques- 
tion’’ passed from Dr. Wlley’s control 
up through the various authorities and 
finatly to President Taft himself. It 
furnished the day’s work of the Chief 
Executive on his first Christmas Day 
in the White House.

Bankers’ Committee Expresses 
Belief That Creditors Will 
Get Full Pay.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 14.—The 


entire assets of F. H. Peavey & Co., 
about $4,000,000, have been turned over 
to the Minneapolis Trust Company, as 
trustee to be held pending an adjust- 
ment of the business of the company, 
and as security of the indebtedness of 


the F. H. Peavey company. 

These assets are to be held until all 
obligations of the company are paid, 
and in directing the affairs of the com- 
pany, the officers of F. H. Peavey & 
Co. are to act with a committee of Min- 
neapolis and Chicago bankers, of which 
FY. OQ. Wetmore, vice-president of the 
First National Bank of Chicago is 
chairman. 

In no way are the subsidiary ¢om- 
panies of F. H. Peavey & Co., affected 
and their operations will continue, | ac- 
cording to the statement of the bank- 
ers’ committee, made following a/con- 
ference with the company’s officials. 

In a signed statement the joimt com- 
mittee of Chicago and Minneapolis 
bankers which has been in conference 
with the Peavey officials says that the 
turning over of the assets lof F. H. 
Pavey & Co. has been deemed advis 
able, because of the losses of the 
Peavey Grain Company, in which F, H. 
Peavey & Co., was principal stockholder 
and the fact that F. H. Peavey & Co. 
has outstanding obligations of approxi- 
mately $2,050,000 to meet before Aug. 1. 

The statement says that the commit- 
tee has planned to meet these obliga- 
tions, which consist of about $1,300,000 
due to banks by F. H. Peavey & Co. 
and $750,000 due on paper of subsidiary 
companies before Aug. 1, but the losses 
of the Peavey Grain Co. make the 
turning over of assets desirable. 

The assets, consisting of stock in el- 
evator companies, boat lines and other 
interests, amount to $4,700,000, and the 
benkers’ committee is given full au- 
thority to dispose of the assets de- 
posited.

From Men, Offered Aid.

She Is Living With Husband 
Who Is Suing Rich Manufac- 
turer for Alienation.

NEW YORK, July 14—The woman 
who has been telegraphing eand tele- 
phoning from Passaic to Mrs. Helen 
Dwelle Jenkins, chief Government wit- 
ness againsi Nathan Allan and John 
R. Collins, on charges of smuggling, 
now before the Federal grand jury, is 
disclosed at Mrs. Almer V. Sturtevant 
of Passaic Park. 

Her husband recently filed suit in 
Pittsburg against Willis Betts Ster- 
ling, @ wealthy manufacturer of Erie, 
Pa., for alienating her affections. She 
herself says she prepared to file suit 
some two years ago against a promi- 
nent and aged Boston broker, but 
dropped it on his payment to her of $25,- 
000, 

These two men, she says, with Charles 
H. Bond of Waite & Bond. New En- 


gland cigar manufacturers, who was 
found drowned in his bathtub under 
circumstances which’ started reports 
that he had killed himself, paid for her 
musical education at the Boston Con- 
servatory of Music, after which she 
went on the stage, where she is known 
as Josephine Joy. The Boston broker 
and Bond were directors of the conser- 
vatory. oF 
She Sought Alllance. 

Mrs. Jenkins began hearing from Mrs. 
Sturtevant as soon as the former’s af- 
fairs began to appear in the papers. 
There was a series of telephone calls, 
notes and telegrams in which Mrs. 
Sturtevant urged. Mrs. Jenkins to call 
om her, as she believed she and Mrs. 
Jenkins could work together to ad- 
vantage. Mrs. Jenkins ignored the let- 
ters for some time, but finally went to 
Passaic with Richard Parr, the Deputy 
Collector in charge of the case. Mrs. 
Jenkins says Mrs. Sturtevant told her 
of her various lawsuits, but Mrs. Jen- 
kins soon left her. The next day came 
a letter in which Mrs. Sturtevant ap- 
pealed to Mrs. Jenkins for aid in rais- 
ing $2500. In this letter she wiote, re- 
ferring to the alienation suit against 
Sterling: 

“The suit I told you of has come out 
in my home town papers, Pittsburg, 
Erie and Boston papers. I’ve got to 
leave here before they find out I’m liv- 
ing with my husband, for then I'll fose 
the suit.” 

Later Mrs. Sturtevant told reporters 
the same story Mrs. Jenkins says she 
told her. She said: 

“I was born in England and my moth- 
er’s name was Briggs. She married Mr. 
Gibbons and we went to Springfield to 
live. Some of the prominent people there 
took an interest in me because of my 
voicé, and through them it was ar- 
ranged that I would go to the Boston 
Conservatory. My expenses there were 
paid by a Boston broker, Mr. Bond, and 
Mr. Sterling, although I never met Mr. 
Sterling until last year, when the affair 
on which my suit against him is based 
happened in Erie and Buffalo. 

“After I went on the stage and while 
I was out of an engagement I needed 
mongy and I asked the Boston man for 
it. He would not give it to mein a pub- 
lic place, so I took a room at the Hote! 
Essex, in Boston, and he came there 
and gave me $500. I obtained other 
sums from him from time to time, but 
he grew tired of it, and one day when 
I sent a note to him while he was in a 
directors’ meeting he sent back «a re- 
fusal. I saw him as soon as possible 
and told him I must have more money, 
but he sald he would give me no money. 
I employed a lawyer and prepared to 
sue him, but be paid me $25,000. The 
suit was never filed.

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A FIGHT FOR SPOILS. 

To reform the municipal hospital service and 
correct the manifest and manifold abuses the 
Kiel faction of the Republican organization in- 
sists the hospital patronage should be placed 
within its control.

THE LA FOLLETTE PARA DOX. 

Respect for Senator La Follette as a man of 
calm and dispassionate judgment is halted by his 
angry and reckless tirade against reciprocity and 
President Taft for his insistence on its passage 
without change from the form in which it was 
presented. To the Wisconsin Senator. we looked 
for an argument that would discredit the meas- 
ure if it could be discredited. But no argument 
at all is presented. No irresponsible pamphleteer 
could have more completely ignored the single 
point in issue, viz., whether reciprocity, in the 
form in which it is presented, has merit worthy 
of approval, or whether it should be rejected. 

The agreement came to Congress in a fixed 
form. It was already a proposition that had 
been agreed to. By no stretch of imagination 
could such an agreement be entirely satisfactory 
to forces naturally irreconcilable. Compromise 
is the essence of a compact in which selfish in- 
terests seek a common meeting point and find it 
only after each has tried to get as much as pos- 
sible by giving as little as possible. 

If we hold to this premise, as we must if we 
are fair, we can find no fault with the Presi- 
cent, who was under the necessity of coming to 
an agreement with the Canadians. He did agree 
with them and there is no reason to believe they 
would have agreed to anything not included. 
The presumption is that the minds of the con- 
tracting parties met on every point- where a 
meeting was possible without sacrificing the 
chance of having the agreement approved by the 
ratifying powers. 

Senator La Follette’s wild allegation that the 
treaty was designed that the trusts might profit, 
the farmers suffer and the consumer gain noth- 
ing, fails miserably. Mr. Taft might desire all 
of these things, if he were a fool or a knave, 
but his advocacy of reciprocity does not prove it. 
He may have violated every principle of Repub- 
licanism, of protection, of tariff making, every 
campaign promise, every platform pledge, every 
sacred Roosevelt policy, but his attitude toward 
reciprocity is irrelevant evidence to that effect. 

In the logic of the case Mr. La Follette cannot 
connect tariff reform with reciprocity because 
there is no connection between them. Reci- 
procity stands by itself on its own merits. At- 
tempts at its amendment are absurdly patent as 
hostile acts designed only to kill it outright. 
The other and probably the most valuable sig- 
nificance of a trade arrangement. with Canada is 
that it is in reality a first breach in the wall of 
high protection. This alone is enough to com- 
mend it and turn every enemy of extortionate 
tariffs to working for jts passage in the only 
form in which it can be effective. 

About all that Senator La Follette has made 
clear is that he is willing to throw discretion to 
the. winds in pursuit of his political ambitions, 
that he is an irreconcilable within hts own party, 
and that rancor can command him on occasion 
when statesmanship would be immune. He pre- 
sents the paradox of a tariff reformer who is 
standing pat on a high tariff.

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THE SOCIAL CAPITAL. 

Such a story as that of Miss Emilie Grigsby 
affords a very curious illustration of the social 
craze which, though of American origin, centers 
in.London. Miss Grigsby is accused of creating 
a wonderful romance with the object of showing 
that she had obtained the favor of Queen Mary, 
and it instantly becomes a matter of interna- 
tional interest and importance. The Anglo- 
American socia] climbers are immensely affected 
by a story that seems to be a sort of parody of 
their efforts. Miss Grigsby’s claims to the favor 
of royalty are rigidly investigated and one New 
York newspaper pronounces them inventions. 

To a vast majority of Americans the real won- 
der is that any considerable number of Ameri- 
cans should care whether Miss Grigsby was 
posing as the friend of the Princess Mary and 
her mother the Queen, or not. Some of the con- 
sequences that have followed the marriages of 
so many American girls to members of the Brit- 
ish aristocracy are by no means edifying. New 
York was once the social capital of the United 
States, but it now appears. to be located in 
London. And it is New York itself that has 
voluntarily surrendered and fostered the idea 
that the King and Queen of England are the 
true leaders of American society, from whom 
can come the only recognition that is valuable. 
Hence it follows that if Miss Grigsby had suc- 
ceeded in acquiring the favor of Queen Mary 
she would have to be accepted in New York. 
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The whale, which is said to survive from the 
dinosaurs, has nothing on Hoke Smith, who has 
survived from the time of Grover Cleveland to 
become the new United States Senator. from

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. LUMBER IN POLITICS. 

The investigation of the Lumber Trust is ‘to 
be continued and made thorough. The National 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association, of which Ed- 
ward Hines is president, will be given early at- 
tention. This is a new report and one that con- 
tains an unfortunate limitation. It is said that 
the inquiry will be made into the methods of 
“manufacturing and wholesaling” lumber. 
Important as it is to learn about agreements 
and understandings designed to restrain trade 
and promote monopoly, it is as important to 
learn what connection there has been between 
the Lumber Trust and the lawmakers. Lumber 
has shared with sugar and steel the obloquy of 
being the subject of special senatorial solicitude.
